When  Mrs.  Franklin  D.  Roosevelt  honored  us  with  her  permission  to  name  a 
dahlia  after  her,  we  had  to  be  very  certain  that  it  was  a  good  one.  No  dahlia,  we 
believe,  has  ever  been  given  such  publicity.  The  New  York  papers  printed  pictures 
of  it,  ran  descriptions  and  news  items  about  it.  Everybody  that  came  to  the  New 
York  Show  asked  to  see  it  and  were  delighted  to  see  a  thirteen  inch  pure  white  flower. 

Unfortunately,  we  could  only  exhibit  one  flower  of  it  at  the  Show  because  an 
August  storm  of  cyclonic  force  just  about  leveled  the  show  garden.  But,  that  one 
flower  was  easily  the  sensation  of  the  year. 

Mr.  J.  J.  McCarthy,  prominent  dahlia  grower,  of  Milwaukee,  Wisconsin,  kindly 
consented  to  grow  Eleanor  Roosevelt  for  us  last  year,  and  reported  that  he  had  any 
number  of  giant  blooms  on  the  bushes  at  one  time.  He  exhibited  it  at  many  shows 
in  the  Middle  West  and  was  unusually  successful  in  his  prize  winnings  with  it. 

It  won  the  championship  seedling  class  at  Bryn  Mawr,  Pa.,  winning  the  Penn¬ 
sylvania  Horticultural  Societies’  Silver  Medal. 

Mr.  Derrill  W.  Hart,  in  placing  it  on  the  1933  Honor  Roll  of  the  American 
Home  Magazine  (see  December  issue),  says: 

"Here  is  a  very  impressive  addition  to  the  large  flowered  whites 
that  have  been  introduced  in  the  past  few  years,  and  this  one  is  par¬ 
ticularly  clean-cut  and  will  give  any  white  a  run  for  its  money  on  the 
exhibition  table.  I  had  this  on  trial  and  it  proved  a  very  thrifty 
grower.  It  would  be  impossible  for  this  dahlia  season  to  go  by  with¬ 
out  commemorating  the  Roosevelt  name.  In  this  case,  Eleanor  Roose¬ 
velt,  a  clear  white  informal  decorative,  large  size,  and  for  which  the 
First  Lady  of  the  Land  will  need  no  apologies  for  the  use  of  her  name. 

When  new  whites  are  considered  this  one  will  come  in  for  its  share  of 
prizes.  Due  to  the  storms  only1  one  bloom  was  shown  at  New  York, 
but  it  was  a  very  impressive  one.” 


It  is  a  fine  grower  with  good,  clean  foliage,  and  a  very  free  bloomer,  despite  its 
size.  The  stem  is  fine  and  holds  the  flower  facing  you. 

Contrary  to  report,  this  dahlia  is  NOT  patented  nor  will  it  be.  We  are  only 
able  to  offer  plants  of  this  great  dahlia.  All  plants  of  Eleanor  Roosevelt  offered  by 
other  growers  in  their  catalogs  will  be  of  our  own  propogation,  as  we  have  not  sold 
a  single  root  to  anyone.  Any  other,  offering  plants  of  this  variety,  their  own  pro¬ 
pogation,  should  be  ignored,  as  they  are  spurious.  We  would  appreciate  it,  if  you 
would  report  such  an  occurrence  to  us. 

Eleanor  Roosevelt  will  produce  seed.

When  we  introduced  Jerome  Kern  last  year,  we  felt  certain  that 
it  would  give  satisfaction  to  everyone  that  grew  it.  The  many  letters 
that  we  have  received  in  the  past  year  more  than  justify  that  belief. 
There  have  been,  of  course,  some  complaints,  and  these  we  are  most 
sorry  for,  but  it  is  impossible  for  everyone  to  grow  a  dahlia  alike. 
There  are  too  many  things  such  as  climate  and  the  elements  to  make 
this  possible. 

At  the  New  York  Show  we  had  a  huge  centerpiece  of  this  variety 
that  in  quality  ranked  with  anything  in  the  show.  They  really  were 
beautiful,  but  we  were  no  little  taken  back  by  a  remark  from  a  gentle¬ 
man  from  Ohio  who  stated  that  "he  left  better  Jerome  Kern’s  on  the 
bush  at  home.” 

As  an  exhibition  variety  it  ranked  with  any  dahlia  at  the  shows. 

It  was  on  exhibition  in  every  show  that  we  attended  and  won  prizes. 

As  a  cut  flower  it  is  unexcelled,  the  florists  in  this  vicinity  taking 
all  that  we  can  cut.  It  is  a  remarkably  good  keeper  when  cut  as  the 
fact  that  it  won  the  Darnell  Cup  for  the  best  keeping  variety  shows. 
The  flowers  in  the  centerpiece  at  the  New  York  Show  were  in  such  good 
condition  at  the  end  of  the  show  that  they  were  sent  to  a  hospital. 

As  to  type,  the  flower  is  informal  with  wavy  petals  that  twist  and 
curl  at  the  back  to  form  a  very  beautiful  flower.  The  color  is  shrimp 
pink  with  gold  shadings.  (We  think  the  gold  shadings  were  more 
pronounced  this  last  year  than  before).  It  is  a  very  profuse  bloomer 
on  the  best  of  stems.  The  foliage  is  resistant  to  insects  and  needs  very 
little,  if  any  spraying. 

It  is  impossible  to  enumerate  its  prize  winnings,  but  the  most  im¬ 
portant  one,  was  the  best  seedling  at  the  Atlantic  City  Flower  and  Gar¬ 
den  Pageant  in  the  fall  of  1932  where  it  won  in  the  stiffest  competition 
of  many  years. 

Named  in  honor  and  by  special  permission  of  Mr.  Jerome  Kern, 
the  most  famous  composer  of  moderpi  music  since  Victor  Herbert. 
His  melodies  in  his  current  show  on  Broadway,  "Roberta”,  are  as  fine 
as  any  he  has  ever  written,  and  his  namesake  has  no  equal  for  beauty.

Note:  Varieties  appearing  in  large  type  are  all  exceptional  varieties,  but  those 

in  smaller  type  are  not  to  be  considered  as  inferior.  Varieties  marked  with  an  aster¬ 
isk,  thus  (*),  are  varieties  that  produced  seed  for  us  this  past  season. 


AIKO  — (Dahliadel)  Semi-cactus.  A  remarkably  beautiful  and  striking  flower.  In 
color,  a  deep  carmine,  and  in  formation  resembling  a  huge  water  lily  more  than 
a  dahlia.  It  is  a  robust  grower,  the  bushes  averaging  four  feet.  The  stems  are 
excellent.

AMELIA  EARHART  —  (Cordes-Eastman)  Semi-cactus.  A  grand  variety  that  lived 
up  to  the  reputation  that  it  acquired  last  year.  It  was  exhibited  in  practically 
every  show,  and  what  is  more  important,  it  won.  For  the  sake  of  comparison, 
it  resembles  the  famous  Edna  Erber  in  color  and  formation.  The  color  is  apri¬ 
cot-buff,  with  primrose  at  the  base  of  the  petals.  The  blooms  are  huge  on  fine 
stems.  The  bush  grows  tall.

AMERICAN  LEGION — (Nuneviller)  Informal  Decorative.  One  of  the  largest  of 
all  dahlias,  but  a  temperamental  variety.  It  resembles  Aztec  Glory  in  form, 
but  it  is  deeper  and  brighter  yellow.  This  variety  does  not  seem  to  have  the 
vitality  necessary  for  large  flowering  dahlias.

ATTILA — (*)  —  (Vilmcrin).  A  very  satisfactory  incurved  cactus,  dark  maroon  with 
silver  tips,  and  a  very  easy  variety  to  grow.  Not  large,  but  a  tremendous  pro¬ 
ducer  of  bloom.

BETTY  COLTER  —(Success)  Informal  Decorative.  A  very  fine  and  beautiful  flow¬ 
er  that  has  never  been  given  the  recognition  due  it.  It  is  an  even  shade  of 
light  salmon  red  throughout,  shading  to  old  rose  at  the  base  of  long  rolled 
petals.  We  have  never  seen  better  stems  on  any  dahlia.

CAMEO  —(Fisher  6C  Masson)  Informal  Decorative.  One  of  the  most  beautiful 
dahlias  ever  introduced,  and  certainly  one  of  the  most  unusual  in  coloring.  It 
is  the  color  of  the  old  fashioned  cameo  so  popular  today  in  old  jewelry.  Excel¬ 
lent  stems  and  growth  make  it  one  of  the  most  satisfactory  dahlias  on  the  mar¬ 
ket  today.  Excellent  for  exhibition  and  the  garden.  We  cannot  recommend  this 
dahlia  too  highly.

CAROLYN  THILL — (Fisher  &Z  Masson)  Informal  Decorative.  A  new  color  is 
the  Mecca  of  every  dahlia  introducer.  In  this  variety  and  in  Cameo,  we  have 
two  dahlias  that  stand  aloof  from  the  general  pinks,  reds,  yellows,  whites,  and 
autumn  shades.  The  color  is  chamois-rose,  a  very  unique  shade.  Excellent 
dark  green  foliage  and  stiff  stems.

CHAUTAUQUA  SUNSET  —  (Chautauqua).  One  of  the  most  beautiful  dahlias  in  col¬ 
oring  that  we  have  ever  had  the  pleasure  to  grow.

It  nearly  borders  the  formal  decorative  in  type, 
although  there  is  a  slight  wave  to  the  petals.  On  the  Honor  Roll.

COLONIAL  BEAUTY_(*)  —  (Veile  &C  Mendham)  Informal  Decorative.  One  of  the 
most  beautiful  flowers  for  actual  beauty  of  coloring  that  we  have  ever  seen.  A 
blend  of  soft  peach  and  yellow  of  very  large  size.  The  petals  twist  at  the  end, 
greatly  adding  to  the  beauty  of  the  flower.  A  very  robust  grower  and  should 
be  thinned  cut  to  four  canes  for  exhibition.  The  foliage  is  excellent  and  re¬ 
quires  very  little  if  any  spraying.  It  was  greatly  admired  at  the  New  York 
Show.

COLONIAL  DAME  _ (veile  6C  Mendham)  Semi-Cactus.  Beautiful  clear  lavender 
that  proved  a  sensation  all  over  the  country  this  past  season.  There  is  a  great 
scarcity  of  dahlias  of  this  shade  and  it  turned  out  to  be  a  more  than  welcome 
addition  as  well  as  leader  in  this  color.  A  customer  in  New  York  told  us  it  was 
the  best  dahlia  in  his  garden,  and  we  have  received  many  letters  since  telling 
us  of  its  good  qualities.  We  have  received  nothing  but  the  highest  praise  for 
this  old-fashioned  lady.  The  flower  is  built  up  of  many  petals,  thickly  spaced, 
and  radiating  from  a  very  full  center.  The  foliage  is  excellent  and  the  stem 
fine.  A  very  profuse  bloomer.  For  exhibition  grow  to  four  canes.  On  the 
Honor  Roll.  See  page  7.

CYNTHIA — (Waite)  Informal  Decorative.  A  very  pretty  flower  of  cattelya  shade. 
It  has  a  very  strong  growth,  but  should  be  thinned  out  for  best  results.  The 
stems  are  fine  and  the  flowers  medium  to  large.

DIANA  BOURBON  — (Fisher  6C  Masson)  Incurved  Cactus.  Light  red,  and  a  much 
more  satisfactory  dahlia  than  American  Triumph  although  not  as  spectacular. 
With  us,  American  Triumph  proved  a  bad  actor,  but  Diana  Bourbon  has  more 
than  taken  its  place.  Fine  stems  and  growth.

DOROTHY  STONE — (*)  —  (Fisher  6c  Masson)  Informal  Decorative.  Very  large 
flowers  of  a  deep  pink.  A  sensational  flower  in  the  garden  and  in  the  show 
room.  Excellent  growth  and  stiff  stem.  Grow  to  four  canes  for  exhibition.

DWIGHT  W.  MORROW — (Dahliadel)  Formal  Decorative.  A  very  massive  flower 
of  a  deep,  rich  cardinal  red.  Unfortunately,  with  us  the  stem  has  a  tendency 
to  bend,  but  we  understand  that  this  is  not  characteristic  of  this  variety  in  all 
soils.

EAGLE  ROCK  FANTASY  — (Broomall-Success)  Informal  Decorative.  Clear,  mallow 
pink  of  great  size  and  depth.  Excellent  stems  and  insect-proof  foliage.  One 
of  the  greatest  of  prize  winners.  It  was  one  of  the  best  varieties  in  our  gar¬ 
dens  this  year.

EDITH  EASTBURN  SIMONS  — (Peacock)  Semi-cactus.  Do  you  remember  the 

old  Elsie  Daniels?  That  old  variety  was  always  one  of  our  favorites.  At  last 

we  have  found  a  dahlia  that  at  least  approaches  "Elsie”.  Soft  lavender-pink 
and  white  blended  in  a  remarkable  bloom.  Fine  stem  and  foliage.  For  exhi¬ 
bition,  grow  to  four  canes.

EDWARD  RINDFLEISCH  -(Rindfleisch)  Formal  Decorative.  A  tremendous  bold 
flower  of  a  magnificent  shade  of  red,  held  erect  on  cane  like  stems.  It  is  one 
of  the  best  red  dahlias  that  we  have  ever  seen.  More,  and  better  flowers  were 
shown  of  this  variety  at  the  New  York  Show  than  any  other  variety,  with  the 
possible  exception  of  Frau  O.  Bracht.  Highly  recommended.

ELISSA  LANDI  —  (Cordes-Eastman)  Formal  Decorative.  The  seedling  table  at  the 
Camden,  N.  J.,  show  had  about  the  best  collection  of  seedlings  of  any  show  this 
year.  At  one  end  of  the  table  we  were  particularly  struck  by  a  beautiful  light 
orange  (the  originator  calls  it  coral)  flower,  and  we  were  not  surprised  to  notice 
a  blue  ribbon  on  it.  We  made  up  our  minds  then  and  there  that  this  was  one 
of  the  new  ones  that  we  were  going  to  get.  The  petals  fold  back  to  the  stem 
making  a  perfect  ball.  Fine  stem  and  foliage,  and  an  excellent  keeper  when 
cut.  Best  grown  to  four  canes.  On  the  Honor  Roll.

FANNIE  SANDT _(*)_( veile  &  Mendham)  Semi-cactus.  If  there  is  one  form  of 
the  dahlia  that  needs  to  be  increased  it  is  that  of  this  type.  We  have  only  too 
few  under  this  classification,  and  we  honestly  believe  that  this  is  one  of  the  best. 
A  gorgeous  color,  intense  tyrian  pink  that  is  beyond  description  under  artificial 
light.  Immense  size  with  tight  centers,  not  changing  up  to  frost.  The  foliage 
does  not  have  to  be  sprayed  at  any  time.  The  bush  grows  quite  tall  and  the 
flowers  are  borne  in  profusion  on  unbeatable  stems.  We  do  not  hesitate  to 
recommend  this  flower  as  it  is  the  most  beautiful  dahlia  that  we  have  ever  intro¬ 
duced.  Grow  to  four  canes.  See  page  13.

FAIRY — (Fisher  &C  Masson)  Cactus.  A  dainty  pink  cactus  of  great  charm.  Med¬ 
ium  size,  but  the  bushes  are  covered  with  bloom  on  fine  stems.  A  florist  in 
Easton  used  this  for  artistic  arrangements  in  his  window.  Needless  to  say,  it 
caused  a  great  deal  of  comment.

FARNCOT — (Davis-Fraser)  Incurved  Cactus.  Aster  purple  tipped  white.  An  old- 
timer  but  still  a  prize  winner.

FORT  MONMOUTH — (*)  —  (Kemp)  Informal  Decorative.  Rich,  deep  burgundy 
wine  of  immense  siize.  Fine  stems  and  foliage.  An  excellent  seed  parent.

FRAU  IDA  MANSFIELD  — Cactus.  Europe  is  no  longer  to  be  ignored  when  new 
dahlias  are  introduced.  This  variety  along  with  Frau  O.  Bracht  is  as  good  as 
anything  we  have  seen  in  the  past  years.  Not  a  large  dahlia,  but  a  revelation  in 
flower  formation.  Thickly  spaced  petals  with  serrated  tips  of  a  bright  butter  yel¬ 
low.  Fine  stems  and  growth.  You  cannot  imagine  a  more  beautiful  bouquet.

FRAU  0.  BRACHT  —  (Berger)  Straight  Cactus.  A  sensational  variety  from 
Czedho-Slovakia  that  has  firmly  established  itself  as  one  of  the  best  dahlias  of  all 
time.  Mixed  with  the  sensational  Paul  Pfitzer  in  a  basket  at  the  New  York 
Show,  it  made  a  never  to  be  forgotten  picture,  and  incidently  the  party  that 
arranged  that  basket  is  entitled  to  the  Noble  Prize,  or  something.  A  clean  light 
sFade  of  yellow  with  fine  stems.

FLORENCE  LOUISE — (Ostrander)  Semi-cactus.  A  very  large  flower,  citron  yel¬ 
low  tinted  with  orchid.  The  stem  is  extra  heavy  and  the  flower  will  not  droop. 
The  originator  claims  it  will  last  6  days  after  it  is  cut.

FLOYD  GIBBONS  _(  *)  —  (Veile  &C  Mendham)  Informal  decorative.  A  very  beauti¬ 
ful  and  unusual  colored  dahlia.  Carrot  red  blended  with  bronze.  Flowers  grow 
very  large  and  the  petals  curve  back  to  the  stem.  Fine  stems  and  good  thick 
foliage.  An  excellent  cut  flower  as  well  as  exhibition.  It  had  a  very  good  year.

A  beautiful  golden  orange  of 
medium  to  large  size.  A  very  profuse  bloomer  and  excellent  for  cutting.  The 
stems  and  foliage  are  fine.  A  grand  seed  parent.

GOLDEN  ECLIPSE— (Badetty)  Formal  Decorative.  Clear,  golden  yelldw  with  slight 
blushes  of  salmon  on  some  of  the  petals,  shading  to  bright,  rich  salmon  in  the 
center.  A  pleasing,  glowing  combination  of  autumn  shades  that  is  as  pleasing 
under  light  as  in  the  open.  A  very  hard  variety  to  defeat  in  competition.  Fine 
stems  and  a  very  vigorous  grower.

GRANDEE — (Balia  y-Success)  Informal  Decorative.  A  very  large  flower  of  a  strik¬ 
ing  combination  of  Spanish  red  and  golden  yellow.  The  reverse  of  the  petals 
shows  a  blush  of  russet  red.  Excellent  stems  and  foliage.  It  was  the  outstand¬ 
ing  dahlia  on  the  Pacific  Coast,  winning  in  every  show  that  it  was  shown.  The 
originator  claims  that  15  inch  flowers  are  no  rarity.

Bright  orange 
with  violet  tints  and  shadings  in  the  center.  It  can  be  grown  to  enormous  size 
with  very  little  trouble.

It  is  a  very  lovely  color, 
particularly  under  artificial  light — a  true  pastel  lavender  and  not  a  pink.  Fine 
growth  and  foliage.  On  the  Honor  Roll.

HORACE  ADAMS — (Burch)  Informal  Decorative.  Pleasing  old  gold  of  very  pret¬ 
ty  formation.  Fine  stems  and  thick  foliage.  Best  grown  to  four  canes.

IMPERIAL  PINK_(Lynd  ora)  Informal  Decorative.  This  dahlia  was  the  talk  of 
our  gardens  this  past  fall.  It  was  more  beautiful  than  ever  before.  The  pink 
was  more  intense  with  the  golden  shades  at  the  base  of  the  petals  brighter.  Fine 
stem  and  foliage.  It  is  best  planted  early.

Shipping — Orders  are  shipped  as  soon  after  April  1st  as  convenient  unless  other¬ 
wise  notified.  Green  plants  will  be  shipped  on  or  around  the  20th  of  May.

Try  it  again,  as  many  varieties  need  to  be  accli¬ 
mated.
